With the exception of retail 
trade, which showed a substantial 
gain, the slight fmprovement in 
business and industry during March 
failed to continue in April, ac- 
cording to the Federal Reserve re- 
port for the Eighth District. Re- 


ports covering the first half of May 
show Little improvement over April. 

An important factor in the April 
gain in department store sales, the 
report states, was the fact that Eas- 
ter was unusually late. and much 
shopping ordinarily done in March 
was carried into the following 

Net sales of department stores 
Pi month. 
Ls increased .9.8 per cent over sales of 
April, 1929, in the district, St. Louis 
stores reporting a 12 per cent gain. 
There was an increase of 32.3 per 
cent in men’s furnishings, 6.2 in 
boots and shoes, 13.8 in women's 
ready-to-wear and 17.7 in réady-to- 
wear accessories, although home 
furnishings and piece goods showed 
decreases. The four ntonths end- 
ing April 30 showed a decrease of 
5.3 per cent compared to last year, 
the St. Louis decrease being 3.8. 

Memphis alone, of cities in the 
district, showed an increase in per- 
mits for new construction, although 
it issued fewer repair permits than 
in April, 1929, while several other 
cities reported increases. St, Louis 
issued 456 permits for new work to 
cost $2,233,000, .while in April, 
1929.

Customers Admitted in Relays. 

During the first half hour cus- 
tomers Were permitted to crowd 
into the bank until “at 9 o'clock 
about 200 mén ahd women were 
on the premises. Then, as a safe- 
ty measure, police forbade the en- 
trance of mofe cllstomers until the 
crowd inside was redticed to about 
75. Several detectives in civilian 
clothes mingled with the customers 
and uniformed policemen stood in- 
side and outside the bank.

HE 7100 persons who attended 

the opening of the twelfth sea- 

son of the Municipal 
last night found plenty of changes 
to chatter about in between-scene 
intervals, but no leisurely intervals 
in which to gossip. 

Chattering hence was largely 
confined to chattering teeth. Most 
familiar, among all the innova- 
tions, was the first-night frigidity 
of the natural amphitheater. But 
wraps and top coats, the new moon 
gleaming through the twin oaks of 
the great stage—and the interest of 
the show itself—made it possible 
to ignore the cold. 

Most striking among the theater 
improvements was the new revolv- 
ing stage which permitted. the 
changing of a scene in one minute. 
Throngs of spectators, rising for 
the customary stroll in the first 
intermission, were taken by s1r- 
prise when the stage lights flashed 
on the next scene almost before 
they could leave their seats. Near- 
ly all, however, remained in their 
places to see the stage swing 
around and present the second 
scene, which had been set on the

__. .A SUBVERSIVE DECISION. 
A flagrant invasion of a state’s sovereign right to 
tex property within its own boundaries was made 
by the Supreme Court in its Baldwin inheritance tax 
decision. The case involved the estate of Carrie 
Baldwin Pool of Quincy, Ill, which passed to her gon, 
Thomas A. Baldwin, of the same city. Part of the 
estate—including bank accounts, Government bonds 
and promissory notes—was held in Missouri. After 
Ulinois levied an inheritance tax, Missouri also levied 
@ tax on that part of the property in its boundaries. 
To that extent the estate suffered double taxation. 
The Supreme Court, holding that the property in 
question was taxable only in Illinois, based its’ de 
cision on the “due process” clause of the Constitu- 
tion. That is to say, it held that when Missouri un- 
dertook to collect taxes under its own inheritance 
tax law on property within the State it was depriv- 
ing the Baldwin estate of its property “without due 
process of law.”

The T. & N. O. Decision. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


HE Supreme Court was sustaining 


the same right in holding for the 
mining company in the “yellow dog” 
contract case and in holding for the 
unions in the Texas & New Orleans Rall- 
road case. ’ 

In the former, the workers and the 
mining company entered into a contract, 
a condition of which was the workers 
should not join any labor union during 
the life of the contract. The Court en- 
joined the union from inciting, inducing 
or even trying to persuade the workers 
to join the union; that is, break their 
contract with the company. In the rail- 
road case, the company had a “yellow 
dog” union but there was no contract 
between individuals and company, either 
to join that “yellow dog” union or not 
to join a regular labor union. Some 
workers did join a regular labor union 
and the company penalized them, either 
by depriving them of their seniority 
rights or discharging them entirely. The 
Court enjoined the company from thus 
interfering with the undisputed right of 
workers to join any unlon of their own 
choosing—when they have not them- 
selves abridged that right. 

There is this distinction which, how- 
ever, does not constitute a difference in 
the two casés: It was a constitutional 
right of the mining company that the 
Court upheld; in the railroad case the 
Court held the company had violated an 
express provision of the railroad act 
granting workers the right to select their 
own representatives to deal with em- 
ployers.

Instead of renting the property to 
some concessionaire at a rental conform- 
ing to the rental rates of private prop- 
erty, the city is in the business itself. 

If St. Louis tax payers are willing to 
maintain a downtown garage, why not 
make it free and open to all, instead of 
letting the tax payers help maintain it 
to give a few this extra profit?

Phillips never hed a chance in Penn- 
sylvania, what with Pinchot and Brown's 
powerful organization Support. At that 
he polled more than. 200,000 votes, which 
looks tO me like more handwriting on 
that well-scribbled ‘wall, warning the 
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sent by two other Justices, Stone and Brandeis. - 

That an unfairness was committed in twice taxing 
the Baldwin -estate need not be debated. In fact, 
under a law passed by the 1919 Missouri Legislature, 

repetition of the occurrence is avoided, at least 
among the 32 of more states which have similar laws. 
We refer to section 561-a of the Missouri statutes, 
providing that inheritance taxes shall be collected 
only once when the property of an estate lies in two 
or more states. This reciprocity provision is rapidly 
being extended throughout the Union. 
But the Supreme Court majority evidently was so 
blinded by the unfairness of the double tax that it 
lost sight of the greater issue involved, and seized 
i the convenient “due process” clause to justify itself. 
As Justice Holmes put it: 


Very probably it might be good policy to re 
strict taxation to a single place, and perhaps the 
technical conception of domicile may be the best 
determinant. But it seems to me that that result 
is to be reached through understanding among 
the states by uniform legislation or otherwise, 
not by invoking a constitutional prohibition ... 
of “due process of law” when logic, tradition and 
authority have united to declare the right of the 
State to lay the now prohibited tax. 


As pointed out, Justice Holmes’ suggested cure for 
the situation is already being applied. But in the 
meantime the Supreme Court has created an exceed- 
ingly dangerous precedent which is destructive of 
State sovereignty and hence of the fundamental char- 
acter of our Government. We agree emphatically 
with the dissenting Justices that the mayority’s sense 
of values was awry ‘when it bent so far backward to 
save one estate from being doubly taxed that it de- 
nied to Missouri a right guaranteed by “logic, tra- 
dition and authority.” 
Particularly significant is the court’s use of the 
“due process” implement to sustain its posttion. The 
“due process” clause is becoming increasingly ubi- 
quitous in the court’s decisions. It is used by the 
court as a handy device to justify what other- 
wise is indefensible. Last Tuesday, we reprinted a 
thought-provoking article by Felix Frankfurter en- 
larging on this point, in which he said: 


The meaning of “due process” and the content 
of terms like “liberty” are not revealed by the 
Constitution. It is the Justices who make the 
meaning. They read into the neutral language 
of the Constitution their own economic and social 
views. It is in reference to such matters that 
Chief Justice Hughés, while Governor of New 
York, said: “We are under a Constitution, but 
the Constitution is what the Judges say it “is.” 


Prof. Frankfurter continued: ) 

Until the fourteenth amendment was written 
into the Constitution, each state was substan- 
tially the exclusive judge of its domestic life. The 
fourteenth amendment, as interpreted by Judges 
fearful of new economic and social forces, sub- 
jected the detailed local affairs of the 48 states 
to the ultimate supervision of five men in Wasb- 
ington. For nearly a hundred years the “due 
process” clause restricting the Federal Govern- 
ment had lain largely inactive in the fifth amend- 
ment. The exuberant application given to the 
Same clause in the fourteenth amendment was 
then carried over to the fifth amendment, so that 
Federal as well as state legislation now has to 
meet the increasingly unknown and unknowable 
terrors of “due process,”

But granted that the Board had been de 
moralized and that it has been functioning “solely 
as the mainspring of a personal political machine,” 
is it worth saving? We believe jt is. As the Bureay 
of Municipal Research puts it, its abolition “will only 
serve to intensify whatever evils there -are in thé 
present personnel administration of municipal em- 
ployes.”

AUGUST STRINDBERG, THE 
BEDEVILED VIKING. | By V. J. 
McGill. (Brentano's, N. Y., $4:) 
The biography of Strindberg is a 

choice bit of sensationalism for the 
psychologist. Here in one mam are 
the best case forms, inferiority feel- 
ing, delusions of grandeur, Oedi- 
pus complex, Jekyll and Hyde per- 
sonality. Yet this man, who in one 
lifetime managed to he both fan- 
atic and atheist, devil and saint, 
savage and cosmopolitan, did much 
to aid in giving Sweden a national 
literature, 

The numerous writings of Strind- 
berg are biographical. Whatever 
variety he presents is due to an 
over-shifting personality in a con- 
stant state of revolt. Born of im- 
poverished parents, the boy very 
soon began to nourish a brooding 
self-consciousness. The unhappi- 
ness that followed him while a so- 
‘cial outcast at college, a failure as 
an actor and a doctor, only served 
to develop an unhealthy _ spirit. 
Finally, the tragedy of three mar- 
riages encouraged the spite of a 
Schopenhauer. Strindberg despised 
women. Whatever he may have 
written of the endless conflict be- 
tween man and woman is probably 
only a partial picture of his own 
marital existence. 

It may be only a matter of fic- 
tion that Strindberg lived in a con- 
stant state of tension. This por- 
trait shows him as a creature of 
raging moods, conflicting desires— 
aman forever seeking God and 
finding the devil. At no time did 
he experience the peace that comes 
from conformity. He grasped at 
ideas with an insane avarice, 
worked with them until he struck 
a difficulty and then flung them 
aside for an opposing theory. He 
was always on the heights, with 
never a thought for compromise. 
Here was a man built on heroic 
proportions, but entirely lacking in 
the qualities of endurance. His 
idealism was a warped cunning. 
with inhuman demands for its 
goal. 

It was natural that men should 


hate him. Because of his sudden 
transformations, no one knew 
whom ne rvould attack next. 


Strindberg managed to. satirize 
every effort oc‘ society, art, learn- 
ing, marriage, the home, even 
those who called him genius. Yet 
this man, a scourge in his own 
country, a rude and prejudiced 
guest abroad, became an iInterna- 
tional figure.

Youthful Billy Arnold of Chicago, 
wheeling his gray straight eight 
shout the bricks at 100.448 miles 
an hour, turned the annual 600- 
mile race at the Indianapolis mo- 
tor speedway yesterday into & pa- 
rade in which he rode to victory 
unchallenged. 

The 28-year-old boy took the 
lead after two laps and held it 
all the way to the checkered flag 
which made him richer by $62,150. 
Cheered on by a record crowd of 
170,000, he finished three laps in 
front of William “Shorty” Cant- 
lon of Detroit. 

The fans who flocked to the 
speedway for the thrills got them 
in an unprecedented series of ac- 
cidents which left but 14 survivors 
out of the starting field of 38 
cars. One fatality resulted, Paul 
Marshall of Detroit, riding as me- 
chanic for hie brother, Cy Marshall 
of Indianapolis was fatally hurt 
when their car crashed into a re- 
taining wall on the Lazardous 
nerth turn. The racing machine 
plunged over the edge of. the 
panked turn and fell 25 feet to 
the ground. The driver tossed 
clear of thé wreckage, was in @ 
critical condition in an Indianapolis 
hospital today. 

Pile Up Five Machines. 

Deacon Lits, driver 6f Debois, 
Pa. and Aaron T. Vance of In- 
dianapolis, riding as mechanic for 
Chester Gardner of Pittsburg, also 
were injured on thé north turn in 
asmashup that wrecked seven cars. 
A collision between Fred Roberts, 
Danville, Ilh., driving as relief for 
Peter De Palo, and Marion Trex- 
ler of Indianapolis piled up five 
other machines, those of Litg, 
Gardner, Johnny Seymour, Bs- 
canaba, Mich., Babe Stapp, Los Afi- 
geles, and Lou Moore of Los Ant- 
geles.
